Air force officers and IlCOs have been much in evidence in Fuetnits 
recently. An increasing number of female air force and army soldiers 
were also seen, besides individual members of the Soviet navy, A local 
bakery furnished 1,500 kg of bread for the air force every day, '&> 
of bread for an AAA unit every two days, and 150 kg of bread dai_j for 
the naval unit stationed at the airfield. The strength of this naval 
unit was estimated at 100 men. The unit probably operated 3 or 4 ooviet 
motor launches, each of them 7 or 8 meters long. The motor launches were 
moored at the quay west of the hangars and were frequently seen at the 
Bodden* 
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east of the ’ Merhagen-tfustro'/ road. The 2-axle limbers were parted 
nearby.
